They say April showers bring
May flowers. But it seemed like

those showers decided to take April off
and make up for lost time last month.
Rain totals aside, there were days in May
were I didn’t think we’d ever dry out, let
alone see the sun. 

For the most part, having rainy
weather isn’t a bad thing. However,
when it comes to keeping our waterways
free of pollution, it can pose a challenge,
particularly as we begin to anticipate the
summer storms we see in our region on
a regular basis. But by working together
as a community, we can meet that chal-

lenge head on. That’s why each year,
New Jersey’s Department of Environ-
mental Protection enlists the help of mu-
nicipalities just like ours to remind
residents and businesses of the impor-
tance of keeping all of our town’s creeks
and rivers pollution-free.

Stormwater runoff is the largest
source of water pollution impacting our
creeks and rivers. Rainwater that flows
down storm drains carries with it any-
thing that is dropped, dumped, blown, or
swept into the street. Items such as grass,
leaves, oil, fertilizers, pet droppings, and
all types of trash and litter will eventually
be washed down a storm drain and into
one of the creeks and rivers throughout
the Township. 

How many times have you seen trash

in the street or floating down an inlet?
Or found grass clippings strewn along
the sidewalk? That trash eventually ends
up in a creek or river. Trash, plastic bot-
tles, plastic bags, etc. are visible along the
banks of the Delaware River, Cooper
River and many smaller creeks through-
out the area. Community efforts, like the
cleanup of Tippin’s Pond in March, con-
tinue to be organized to pick up the de-
bris around our local bodies of water, as
well as to clean up trash that has been
washed down the storm inlets.

It is also the pollutants that you don’t
necessarily see that also are both a haz-
ard to the cleanliness of our bodies of
water and a danger to the marine life
that live there. Pet waste, grass, oil, lawn
fertilizer, and chemicals all contribute to

the degradation of the water quality.

How Pennsauken Battles
Stormwater Pollution

The Township has adopted several or-
dinances which are intended to stop pol-
lutants from going down the drain in the
first place. For example, Pennsauken has
had a litter ordinance on the books for
many years. It is illegal to dump or drop
litter of any kind on public or private
property. Stormwater pollution aside, not
littering is simply essential for the ap-
pearance of the Township and the qual-
ity of life of its residents. Too often, we
see motorists throw cigarettes into the
street, or drop fast food wrappers from
the meal they just ate. Not only is it dis-
gusting, it’s against the law.

Since trash creates serious problems
when washed down an inlet, an ordi-
nance was adopted that requires dump-
sters and other trash containers to be
covered at all times. This not only stops
trash from blowing into the street, but
also helps keeps liquids from leaching
out and getting washed into the storm
sewers. We ask Pennsauken businesses
to be especially diligent to keep their
dumpsters covered and to avoid overfill-
ing them with too much trash. Not only
does this help prevent stormwater pol-
lution, but steps like these help to main-
tain a high quality of appearance for
businesses throughout town. 

The Township also requires pet own-
ers to clean up after their pet. While

there’s an ordinance in place, this just
makes common sense. Pet waste is to be
properly disposed of in the trash. For ex-
ample, when Ellie or I walk our dogs, we
make sure we bring a plastic bag to clean
up after them. Pennsauken also has the
Bow Wow Dog Park at Cooper and
Collins avenues. It’s a great place to have
your dog get some exercise, and recep-
tacles are available there to dispose of
pet waste.

With all the wildlife that calls Penn -
sauken home, from an increase of
turkeys to the “interesting” odor we’ve
been getting from skunks, geese and the
mess they leave behind continue to be a

problem. When washed into a waterway,
their droppings are a source of pollution.
And we all know that a flock of geese can
leave a lot of droppings behind. While it’s
difficult to relocate geese, Pennsauken
has adopted an ordinance making it ille-
gal to feed them on public property.

Pennsauken’s ordinance on improp-
erly disposing of waste materials pro-
hibits anything other than rainwater
from going into an inlet. Dumping oil or
other unwanted household chemicals
into a storm inlet is not only dangerous
but also deadly to marine life. Please take
advantage of the hazardous waste dis-
posal days that the County has during
the year. The next Camden County

household hazardous waste collection
event will be on Saturday, June 9, 8:30
a.m. to 3:00 p.m. at Camden County Col-
lege, Gloucester Township, in the park-
ing lot off of Peter Cheeseman Rd. For
a list of what you can and can’t bring to
this event, visit www.camdencounty.com/
wpcontent/uploads/files/What%20To%
20Bring.pdf.

Remember, pollutants can also be
grass, leaves and fertilizers. While some
think of these as “organic,” they are in
fact pollutants to clean water and a dan-
ger to aquatic life. In addition, too many
leaves raked down a storm inlet can also
cause the sewer to clog and possibly re-
sult in flooding. Only rainwater should
go down a storm drain. 

The ordinances mentioned are in-
tended to remind residents and busi-
nesses of the need to stop waterway
pollution at the source. In addition, the
NJDEP has directed municipalities to

start using the new eco-style inlets. These
have been appearing all over town. The
openings are purposely small enough to
stop large debris, such as plastic bottles
and soda cans, from being washed into
the storm sewer, but allow rainwater to
pass through.  

In addition to the Township retro-
fitting the new eco-style inlets, businesses
are also required by ordinance to retrofit
storm inlets whenever a parking lot
needs to be repaved, or the seal coating
of a parking area is done. 

Pennsauken Township’s Highway
Department inspects inlets every year
and cleans those blocked by debris.
However, with over 1,100 inlets through-
out the township, the Highway Depart-
ment cannot always get to them
immediately. Cleaning off a storm inlet
and placing the debris in a trash con-
tainer is a way that Pennsauken resi-
dents can help keep the environment

clean. This is particularly important in
neighborhoods that are prone to street
flooding in a heavy rain. 

The ordinances discussed in this arti-
cle can be found in the Stormwater
Management section of the Township
website: www.twp.pennsauken.nj.us/con
tent/how-pennsauken-township-battles-
stormwater-pollution. Specific require-
ments are included in Chapters 101,
Animals; Chapter 197, Litter; Chapter
256, Sewers and Drainage Systems; and
Chapter 269, Solid Waste. 

While it is important to be aware of
the ordinances that the Township has
adopted to protect our waterways, it is
really up to each one of us to take re-
sponsibility for keeping the environment
clean. Everyone, whether they are a
longtime resident, or a brand new busi-
ness owner moving into town, has the
ability to help in some small way.

Last month, Dr. Kenneth Lacovara,
renowned paleontologist and founding
dean of Rowan University’s School of
Earth and Environment and director of
the Jean and Ric Edelman Fossil Park in
Sewell, N.J., gave a special presentation
based on his book, “Why Dinosaurs
Matter,” at the Pennsauken Free Public
Library.

In front of an engaged crowd, Laco-
vara talked about the many misconcep-
tions about dinosaurs, particularly that
these “terrible lizards” died off because
they couldn’t evolve.

“In the book, I begin by asking the
question, ‘How did dinosaurs become so
closely associated with failure?’ If you
look up the definition of ‘dinosaur’ in
the dictionary, you’ll see the biological
definition; that’s always first. Then the
second definition always has something
to do with failure,” says Lacovara. “I
would say when people get called a di-
nosaur, they should hope to be so lucky.
Dinosaurs were on every continent; they
were globally dominant in every imagi-
nable, terrestrial environment for 165
million years. That’s not bad.”

Lacovara went on to explain that the
dinosaurs didn’t die because they failed
to adapt. Instead, they were murdered.

“[Dinosaurs] were doing just fine.
And then a space rock, the size of
Philadelphia, going 44,000 miles per
hour, that’s 25 times the speed of a bullet,
hits off the coast of Mexico, and it blows
a 120-mile crater in ground by 12 miles
deep.”

The resulting debris and particles
from that impact, roughly the mass of the
state of Massachusetts, is spewed into the
upper atmosphere, heating up into “mini
fireballs” on the way back down. 

“The result is that day, and right now

the argument in geophysics is that the
temperatures globally get up to toaster
oven for a few hours, or pizza oven for a
few minutes. Either way, your dinosaurs
are dead.”

But life survives. Fish and small rep-
tiles do very well; plants make it as well.
And while in some places, over 90 per-
cent of mammals are killed off, they do
survive. Then there are the birds… Dr.
Lacovara presented a very interesting
fact to the audience: the birds that sur-
vived and their ancestors, including fuzzy,
little penguins, are actually dinosaurs.

“A fuzzy penguin is a dinosaur. It’s a
dinosaur to the same extent that T-Rex
is a dinosaur,” says Lacovara. “How can

a little fuzzy penguin be a dinosaur just
like T-Rex? Well, common sense is a
really poor guide to understanding the
universe and always has been. It’s not
common sense, but it’s true.

“So you go back 231 million years ago
and find the ancestral dinosaur, take 100
percent of its descendents, and that’s the
group we call dinosaurs. Look who’s in
there: all of the birds. There’s no objective
way to cut birds out of this group.”

Finally with the murder of the domi-
nant species; a new group of animals re-
ceive a chance to do something other
than hide in small, dark spaces hoping
not to get noticed – or eaten. Dr. Laco-
vara gave some thoughts on humanity’s

stint as the dominant species.
“We all relied on a series of trillions

and trillions of coincidences and contin-
gencies to have this present that we have
today. And now we are the rulers of this
next age of Earth history.

“The dinosaurs died in the last great
extinction. That was the world’s fifth
mass extinction. But now, humans are
propagating a sixth extinction. We’re
spoiling the environment; we’re warm-
ing the planet; we’re raising the level of

the seas; we’re acidifying the ocean and
killing off the coral reefs.  The question
is: ‘Can we do better than the dinosaurs?’
The dinosaurs didn’t see it coming and
couldn’t do anything about it. We can.”

Taylor, who was principal at Fine School at
the time. When my kids helped set up my
room during the summer, they’d go to Mr.
Taylor’s office and he’d give them candy.”

And after 30 years of serving the
Pennsauken community as an educator,

Janice will be retiring
when school ends on
June 19.

“I wanted to teach
in the town that I was
from born and raised
in,” explains Janice. “It
turned out to be a
wonderful thing for the last 30 years.”

During our discussion, Arcaini re-
flected on her career: her many years of
service as a basic skills reading teacher;
moving into a regular education class-
room setting; teaching under principals
like Mr. Taylor, Mardi Gibbons, and Ros
Lawrence. It’s definitely the people and
the students she’ll miss the most.

“There are a lot of friendships that
I’ve made with so many teachers over
the years. I worked in people’s class-

rooms of people who had taught me;
they were now my colleagues. There are
so many families I’ve had relationships
with, so many kids I’ve seen grown and
come back and get jobs in the District.

“I’m leaving a lot of teachers, friends
that I loved to work with.

Summer Safety For Seniors
Summer fun is right around the cor-

ner, but it also can pose some challenges
for seniors.

Excessive hot and humid weather can
be extremely tough on older people. Ac-
cording to the Centers for Disease Con-
trol and Prevention, 61 percent of heat
related deaths occur in Americans 55
years or older. Normally, the body has
several ways to keep itself cool. Sweating
is the most important of these; but as
people grow older, their ability to sweat
decreases. Seniors also tend not to get as
thirsty, so they drink less water, which de-
creases sweating even further.

In addition, older people often take
medications that interfere with sweating,
such as antihistamines, certain tranquil-
izers, and heart and blood pressure med-
ications. It’s important to speak with
your physician about how medications
can affect your ability to stay cool.

Seniors can protect themselves during
hot weather by following some common
sense tips to help keep cool:
• Stay hydrated; drink plenty of non-al-

coholic and non-caffeinated beverages
• Eat a light, but well-balanced diet
• Wear appropriate clothing (light-

weight, light-colored, and loose fitting)
when headed outside; also make sure
to put only plenty of sun block

• Pace yourself with both outdoor and
indoor activities

• Stay cool indoors; find an air condi-
tioned place to stay for a few hours

• Take a cold shower or bath
• Schedule outdoor activities carefully;

the sun’s rays are the most damaging
between 10:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m.

• Use the buddy system while working
in the heat; keep a good eye on your
“buddy” to make sure they don’t get
overheated

As for our eight
graders and graduating high school sen-
iors, we look forward to celebrating with
you as you take your exciting next steps
for the future.

As the school year ends, a new chap-
ter for our District begins. The Board is
excited to share updates on the work
being done throughout each and every
public school.

The projects that are part of the re-
cently passed bond referendum have
been bid out. Security vestibules for each
Pennsauken Public School are being re-
analyzed and measured in order to begin
construction. Work on the high school’s
stadium and field house will begin this
summer, with hopes of our game day
home opener under the lights during our
Thanksgiving game.

With the changes coming about as
part of the referendum, the District has
begun the redistricting process. Admin-
istration has started to send out letters to
students in Longfellow and Roosevelt

schools, as well as students entering the
Intermediate School in the fourth grade
and Phifer Middle School in sixth grade. 

The District has begun the realign-
ment of all high school curriculum in ac-
cordance with new vocational and
academy programs that have been im-
plemented 2017-18 school year. In addi-
tion, all curricula has been modified and
approved for our vocational and acad-
emy programs. 

There have been over 100 individual
courses that have been taken as dual

credit courses at Camden County Col-
lege of Rowan College at Burlington
County. Over 300 college credits were
earned by our students in dual credit
courses during the 2017-18 school year. 

Carpentry students worked with the
Pennsauken Police Department build-
ing a K-9 training unit; cosmetology stu-
dents showed new skills learned in class
by working with the Pennsauken High
School Theater through the application
of makeup and hair styling; culinary arts
students catered multiple events in the

school, cooked in Atlantic Cape’s
kitchen, and learned to prepare delica-
cies and dishes that have put smiles on
the faces of the Pennsauken community. 

The District’s welding and electrical
vocational shops are under construction
and are slated to be completed in Sep-
tember of 2018, before the 2018-19
school year begins.

Additionally, all solar projects will be
completed within a 30-day time frame.

As these and other projects progress,
our Board will be more than happy to
share them with you. In the meantime,
we invite members of the community to
come to our monthly meetings at
Pennsauken High School to ask ques-
tions and get informed.

After
many long years of faithful service, the
building is closing for good at the end of
the school year.

Alumni and members of the commu-
nity streamed into Longfellow’s all pur-
pose room, browsing through tables
filled with memorabilia from the school’s
almost 100-year history. Guided tours of
the school building brought many grad-
uates back to their school days, although
the hallways and rooms seemed much
smaller to adult eyes. 

“It’s nice that we can all come back
and see everything one more time,” says
Delores Watson (nee Hesser), who grad-
uated from Longfellow in 1973 and
brought her son, Tim, with her to stroll
down memory lane. “The smells are all
the same; going into the classrooms. It
takes you right back.”

“It’s very nostalgic,” added Janice
Gloway, a Longfellow graduate from 1967.

She reminisced about eating lunch on the
cafeteria bleachers, the joy of recess, and
the sadness with the principal’s announce-
ment of the Kennedy Assassination. She
also expressed appreciation for the time
and effort put into the open house.

“I’m really glad they did this. There’s
memorabilia from every class and year
on the tables. It’s just very cool to see.”

Robert Fisher-Hughes, a Longfellow
graduate from 1973 and Pennsauken’s
resident historian, offered this reflection
from the evening’s happenings.

“I think all the visitors had the same
mix of nostalgia and discovery, seeing the
old school as adults now. It was bitter-
sweet, and I think we all wondered why
it had to take so long to revisit the school.
This is something we should have been
doing every ten years, not just now.

“I think the lesson is that the same
thing applies in life and in preservation.
The time to start appreciating things and
people is now, not when they are going
away. Preserving an important building
or connecting with friends should be a
priority right now, before it’s too late.”

District officials commented that they
will absolutely be preserving items from
the building. School officials are cur-
rently identifying what can and should
be saved for future generations. A deter-
mination will also be made on what the
general public will be able to take from
Longfellow before demolition.

Owner
and Pennsauken resident, Isaac
Boateng, opened the market five years
ago and has brought a true taste of
Africa to our ever growing community
via his marketplace. 

Isaac moved from Ghana, Africa, 15

years ago, but still holds strong roots of
his Asante tribe culture by bringing in
shipments of some of the most popular
home country delights.  

His sister, Esta Eseal, even makes
beautifully crafted, flavorful, flakey meat
pies that anyone can purchase and bring
home in heat-and-serve fashion for a
quick lunch or dinner. 

There are platters also available in the
refrigerator, packed and ready to go with
meats, rice, and other side additions like

boiled eggs and homemade stews. Isaac
did let me know that anyone can call at
(856) 665-8595 or e-mail at Saboat@
comcast.net and request something more
specific and made to order. They offer
almost anything African and even
Caribbean. They are also happy to provide
catering for any special event and have
pricing and dishes available upon request.

There are wonderful, fresh baked
breads brought to the market every
week from an African bakery up in New

York City. This includes everything from
huge loaves of sliced and unsliced sand-
wich style breads to dinner rolls and, my
personal favorite, a large, pull apart
bread perfectly sturdy for dipping into a
fresh made stew.

Upon my first and second visits to the
market, I tried a plethora of fun, different
things. Their peanut cake, similar to
peanut brittle, is awesome and will only
set you back one dollar. There's a much
more sticky treat as well, made from
caramel and coconut. I decided to cut lit-
tle pieces off here and there and it ended
up lasting me a week. The platter I got
was enough for two people and only cost
$10. I got fried fish, chicken, stew, an egg,
and lots of very flavorful rice. I'd defi-
nitely recommend the platter and find it
to be a fun food option for even the
timid food adventurers out there. You
get authentic flavors without fear of the

unknown. The platters are plentiful and
very good. 

Isaac is also very helpful in explaining
what everything is. That was incredibly
helpful, since I had very little to zero ex-
perience with African cuisine. There are
so many types of flours and oils used for
different things; that's how you get such
incredible flavors from each dish. The
freezers that line the back wall of the mar-
ket are constantly being stocked with lots
of options, including oxtails, different cuts
of beef, and even goat, which I think is in-
credibly tender and amazing in soups and
stews. The meat pies are also very popular
and there are spicy (Caribbean) and non-
spicy (African) options available. 

When you visit the market, don't be
afraid to ask Isaac a few questions. If you
see something and you're not sure how to
prepare it, just buy it and give it a try. Have
fun and enjoy your Food Adventures!

Seventeen-year-old Christian Corn-
forth received his Eagle Badge at his
Court of Honor on April 21. Christian, a
junior at Paul VI High School, has been
in the Scouting program since the age of
6, starting as a Tiger Cub with Cub Scout
Pack 116. He went through the ranks and
earned the Arrow of Light, the highest
honor a Cub Scout can reach, and then
crossed over into Boy Scout Troop 118 in
fifth grade, beginning the trail to Eagle.

To earn Eagle, a Scout must earn 21
merit badges, 13 of which are specifically
required. The remaining can be any one
of the more than 122 badges which cover
all interests – from American business to
woodworking. People have found life-
long professions after earning a merit
badge in Scouting. The most famous ex-
ample is director Steven Spielberg, who
acknowledges his passion for movie
making came from his earning his pho-
tography merit badge as an 11-year-old
Scout; he also earned the Eagle rank.

As a Life Scout, the rank before
Eagle, a Scout must show leadership by
organizing and managing a service proj-
ect. Christian’s project was to build a
storage closet at the East Pennsauken
Volunteer Fire Association’s Fire Station
1. The closet is located within the coat-

room on the first floor of the building.
The benefit to the fire company was it
provided a dry, secure, and concealed lo-
cation to store supplies and equipment.
The scope of the project involved con-
structing a partition wall with a door to
subdivide the coatroom. The entire coa-
troom was then painted; lighting up-
graded to energy efficient LED fixtures;
and shelving erected in the storage area.

Chris had to demonstrate project
management skills. He presented the
project proposal to the fire company ex-
ecutive board, prepared detailed plans
for permits and construction, prepared a
materials list, acquired funding for the
materials, and solicited volunteers to con-
struct the room, scheduling the various
work tasks and supervising construction.

After Christian’s proposal was ac-
cepted by the fire company, he procured
the materials at a deep discount from
Lowe’s and raised the funds to purchase
the materials. He had volunteers from
Boy Scout leadership, fellow Boy Scouts,
firefighters, and family. The project was
completed as planned and finished under
budget, and the fire company was very
pleased with the outcome, as was Mayor
Jack Killion, who presented Christian a
proclamation from the Township at the
Court of Honor, thanking him for pro-
viding this room for the fire station. 

Besides his activities with Scouting, he
earned his black belt in tae kwon do in
2014; joined the Pennsauken Fire De-
partment’s explorer program in 2016;
and has played PYAA soccer and base-
ball, football for PYAA and Paul VI, and
Paul VI varsity volleyball. During the
summer, Christian works as a seasonal
grounds keeper at Cape May KOA
Campground. He also plans to attend
college to pursue a career as a firefighter.

Planting
is done for the season; don't try to plant
or transplant trees or shrubs during the
summer months, as the heat is too
stressful for plants that haven't had time
to become accustomed to our yards.

Some folks revel in hot summer sun,
baking themselves in the hot rays. How-
ever, summer heat is often very uncom-
fortable if you're anywhere but at the

beach or poolside. I don't tolerate heat
well, and was reminded of that recently
when I was walking in a large, open,
public space with the sun beating down
on me. My face flushed, I became light-
headed, and almost passed out.

It’s important to drink plenty of water
when outside, so you don't become de-
hydrated and at risk for heat stroke. If
you stop sweating, you are close to heat
stroke. Stop what you are doing and get
into a cool, shaded space and drink
water. If outside work must be done,

wear a brimmed hat and sun screen.
When it's really hot, soak a hand towel
in cold water or fill it with ice and drape
it around your neck; it will help keep you
cool. Also, remember to check on elderly
family and friends, especially those with-
out air conditioners. As we age, our bod-
ies lose the ability to efficiently regulate
our body temperature, so we need to be
extra careful to keep our body temper-
ature where it belongs. For houses with-
out air conditioners, keep windows open.
Closed windows and running fans in the
heat create conditions much like convec-
tion ovens; your house can literally cook
you if it’s too hot.

Plants also need to stay hydrated too,

as they depend on a continuous supply
of water pumping from roots to leaves.
Don't forget in these days of summer
heat that plants need extra water to pre-
vent them from wilting. Plants, like peo-
ple, sweat to help them stay cool. With
plants, it's referred to as transpiration. So
if you're hot, sweaty, and thirsty, chances
are your plants are too! Plants that only
receive water when they are wilted will
undergo stress and may die if they were
planted less than a year ago. New plant-
ings haven't had a chance to develop ex-
tensive root systems that sustain them
through times of excess heat and
drought. Annuals, vegetables, and con-
tainer gardens will need daily watering

when temperatures reach 85 degrees
during the day; and many will require
water more than once per day. Plants can
best absorb water and nutrients early in
the morning before you leave for work,
or late in the afternoon when returning
home. Watering during the hottest parts
of the day will likely result in more water
evaporating into the air than benefiting
your plants, and wastes water. So if you
want to continue to enjoy your garden
oasis, remember to drink plenty of water,
and water your plants as well!

Be kind to yourself and your plants
to continue years of enjoyment. Now
fire up that barbeque, invite family, and
celebrate Father's Day in your garden!

Second Pennsauken Family Fun Fair On June 3

June 23 will mark the three-year an-
niversary from the short but expansive
storm our region sustained damage
from. You may recall that day when mas-
sive winds came through for about 20
minutes, leaving its impact on a majority
of our town, causing trees to fall into
streets and buildings, ripping electrical
service cables off of homes, and creating
tons – and I mean tons – of tree debris.
The Pennsauken Office of Emergency
Management submitted documentation

of Public Works equipment, disposal
costs, and overtime records, along with
other Township departments, to FEMA
for reimbursement of the unplanned ex-
penses. The Township recovered docu-
mented expenses totaling over $100,000.

It is easy to lose patience in the weeks
following a destructive storm, as our de-
partment’s responsibility to maintain
athletic fields and parks remains at peak
season in the spring and summer months.
Manpower also drops occasionally, with
our staff taking much-needed vacations
with their families during this time.  

I think it would be appropriate to offer
some helpful tips that will benefit both

the Department of Public Works and
you, our neighbor. As most of you know,
each Wednesday of the year, except for
our “trash holidays,” Waste Management
is contracted to drive down each street in
town and collect yard debris. Typically,
this debris consists of bagged leaves, grass
clippings, tree branches, and shrubs that
are bundled into 4-foot lengths and
weigh less than 50 pounds. For tree limbs
and large branches, if these are placed at
your curb and stacked like firewood,
your call to Public Works at (856) 663-
0178 will dispatch a front-end loader
when one is available. When you call,
simply request a “wood pickup.” We typ-
ically perform this pickup on a bi-weekly
basis, depending on the demand. You can
week as you would like, provided it is

placed at the curb properly. Waste Man-
agement WILL NOT take any yard de-
bris that is placed inside the yellow
recycling container. They will leave it at
your curb and you will have to put it out
the following week. If you are unsure of
how to achieve a proper curbside place-
ment, give us a call BEFORE putting it
out, and we will walk you through your
particular situation.

Following any similar storm with
widespread impact, it is the desire of the
Department of Public Works to provide
relief to our residents to speed-up the
clean-up efforts. Although it is not the re-
sponsibility of the Township to remove
storm debris, we do believe that every lit-
tle bit helps. We highly encourage those
of you able to bundle storm debris as

mentioned previously for normal pickup
by Waste Management. They still run their
trucks each Wednesday and the amount
they pick-up does not cost the Township
any more than it normally would. Public
Works’ priorities fall with public safety
first. That includes the clearing of streets
for emergency vehicles, the closure of
streets due to downed electrical cabling or
unsafe tree branches hanging out-of-sight,
and clearing Township property, such as
playgrounds and athletic fields.

Dealing With Move Outs
On a weekly basis, our sanitation in-

spector finds what we call a “move out.”
This is when a majority of a home’s con-
tents is dropped at the curb, and the house
is left – either for resale or abandoned.
Not only is this a terrible eyesore for the
remaining neighbors, it is a citation-wor-
thy violation. It is the property owner’s re-
sponsibility to properly dispose of all
unwanted household items. Our office is
a one-stop shop for planning your dis-
posal in advance. We can point you to-
wards the multiple household hazardous
waste drop-off events for that old collec-
tion of stains and oil-based paints and flu-
orescent light tubes, in addition to much
more. When discovered, we drop a warn-
ing packet, including our current, easy-to-

Seasonal Storms, Move Outs, And Tree Trimming Issues
read “trash packet,” that describes how
to get rid of pretty much anything. If
you’d like one e-mailed to you, just con-
tact or office or stop by and pick one up.
If the property owner does not respond
by conforming to the proper procedures
within a week, a citation will be issued. In
bank-foreclosed cases, the Township pro-
vides notice to the bank for clean-up.
After any and all notification timelines
are expired; Public Works will do a
“clean-and-lien” on the property, docu-

menting all manpower, equipment and
disposal costs and applying a lien on the
property.

Tree Trimming Issues
This time each year, residents report

that their tree trimming contractor did
not finish the job. Whether it was not
cleaning up, removing debris, or simply
not completing the task they were hired
for, we urge residents to “pay upon com-
pletion,” and ensure that the debris is re-
moved altogether or placed properly at

the curb for Waste Management or fire-
wood stacked for Public Works pickup.
Please note that a pile of debris left by a
contractor on the curb is the home-
owner’s responsibility. This is a buyer-be-
ware situation. Very few tree contractors
go door-to-door and blitz a neighbor-
hood for quick and cheap cash jobs.
Make sure you get references and check
for the contractor’s liability insurance. If
you are offered a deal that seems “too
good to be true,” it typically is.  

On behalf of our department, we en-

courage you to use our various play-
grounds throughout town, our boat
ramp for those enthusiasts, and to enjoy
the summer weather. As always, if you

throughout the Township, allocating al-
most $36 million for various initiatives.
These projects will impact every part of
the District, including new security
vestibules at all schools; capital improve-
ment to elementary schools with new
windows and doors; the establishment of
all-day pre-school; the demolition of an
aging Longfellow Elementary and the
erection of a comprehensive community
park and playground in the school’s old
footprint; the addition of three new sci-
ence labs and six additional classrooms
at Phifer Middle School; the transforma-

tion of Roosevelt Elementary into a
high-tech magnet high school, with the
addition of a brand new gymnasium;
and extensive renovations at Penn -
sauken High School, with improvement
being made to the auditorium, library,
locker rooms, and gymnasium; and con-
struction of a plumbing lab. Benefiting
the student-athlete, plans call for the
building of a brand new, state-of-the-art
field house, new tennis courts, and an all
purpose turf field, lights, and an eight-
lane track.

District officials stated that the major-
ity of the referendum’s projects will be

started at the same time, with priorities
given to outdoor projects – to take ad-
vantage of the warmer weather to speed
construction – as well as work for the
high tech magnet high school and the
security vestibules. As for the financial
impact of the referendum on the school
portion of Pennsauken residents’ prop-
erty taxes, that won’t be seen until after
March of 2019. The old bond that is cur-
rently expiring officially comes off the
District books the month prior.

The most symbolic and therefore sa-
cred of our national fabric will be cele-
brated at Burrough-Dover House on
Sunday, June 3, as the Pennsauken His-
torical Society hosts its traditional Flag
Day Commemoration with a display of
flags illustrating the history and growth
of the United States from its beginnings
to the present day. The collection of flags
swaying in the breeze and the historic
home and grounds for a background
make for a wonderful day for a picnic, to
tour the house and museum, observe the
Nature Trail beside Pennsauken Creek,
and generally enjoy a rare afternoon in
June. Light refreshments will be avail-
able and admission and tours are free. 

Both Burrough-Dover House and
Griffith Morgan House will be open for
these historical community events from
1:00 to 4:00 p.m.; and remember, both
houses are open Sunday, June 3, and
Sunday, July 1, so step back in time for a
moment in your own Township.

For any business, signage is extremely
important. Signs are advertising, brand-

ing and promotion, all wrapped into one.
The right sign lets people know where

you are and what you do.
However, there are some cases where

a business may go a little… “overboard”
when it comes to signage. That’s why
Pennsauken Township has a sign ordi-
nance for commercial properties.

Here are the basics:
Business signs are defined as “a sign

which directs attention to a business or
commodity for sale, or a profession,
service or entertainment rendered or of-
fered upon the premises where such
sign is located.”

For properties in a C-1 commercial
district, two business signs at a maximum
are allowed. For those in a C-2 commer-
cial district, up to four business signs are
allowed. Temporary window signs high-
lighting sales, business hours, etc. don’t
apply, as long as these interior window

signs do not cover more than 10 percent
of any single window and are not per-
manently affixed to the windows.

For a shopping center, one additional
ground sign is allowed for the entire
group of establishments; it’s the large
sign that highlights all of the businesses
in the center. This large sign cannot be
more that 50 square feet in area and not
higher than 10 feet above the tallest
height allowed in the particular com-
mercial district.

All permitted signs for commercial
properties have a maximum size of two
square feet for every one lineal foot of
building frontage; so if a building has a
frontage of 20 feet, the maximum size of
the sign is 40 square feet. Business signs
are permitted on a building wall. They’re
allowed on the roof too, as long as the

sign extends no more than four feet
higher than the height of the building.

“For sale” and “for rent” signs for a
business can be as large as 12 square feet
for each street frontage. Generally, this
means just one sign, but if the commer-
cial property is on a corner, then two
signs are allowed.

Whenever a commercial sign be-
comes dilapidated or structurally un-
safe, or it endangers the safety of the
public, a building, or premises, the
town’s construction official will pro-
vide a written notice to the owner of
the sign, or the owner of the premises
where the sign is located, so that it can
be fixed or removed. The responsible
party has a period of 10 days from the
receipt of this written notice to resolve
the problem.

We recently shared some interesting
facts and history about the Delaware
Gardens section of town. While writing
that article, a very important person told
me that people wanted to know about the
other sections of town as well and that I
should do an article on each. So of course
I asked what area I should do next.
Collins Tract was the resounding answer. 

Collins Tract is named after John S.
Collins, a promoter who built a number
of homes west of Centre St. and north
of Cedar Ave. He was a prominent
Moorestown resident, born on a farm to
his parents, Isaac and Sarah Collins, who
descended from early farmer Quakers of
New Jersey. 

His childhood farmhouse was located
on what is now known as Pleasant Valley
Ave. He was described as “farm born,
farm raised, and farm developed,” which
would explain why the large interest
throughout his life was in fruit growing
and horticulture.

Collins Tract grew from the expansion
of Merchantville beyond its Rogers Ave.
boundary. Collins sold many lots, as did
neighboring land owners, and the section
grew rapidly. The eastern side of Collins
Tract came with the Delaware River
Bridge and its boom. 

In 1894, the Board of Education named
Collins Tract School, “School Number 6.”
It was a two-room school house with two
teachers. It is recorded that in 1895, Collins
Tract had 102 students. So large was the
student population that an expansion was
needed. That expansion was built in 1905
and represents one half of the present
brick building. The building also provided
quarters for the township government,
which then needed little room except for
committee meetings. Although this was
the very latest in school building design, it
had no indoor plumbing. The school was
closed in 1984 and has since been repur-
posed and renovated into condominiums
and townhouses.

There are many great things to share
about Collins Tract, partly because of
many interesting and/or prominent per-
sonalities associated with the commu-
nity, such as Horace Githens, New Jersey
state treasurer; his daughter, Dorothy, a
noted operatic soprano; John Inglesby,
World War I veteran, coroner, and
founder of the Inglesby & Sons Funeral
Home; Edward Roecker, noted tenor;
Steward Holman, founding partner of
Rice & Holman; and many more. 

So what’s happening today? In 2016,
we started the vacant property initiative;
in our Collins Tract area, we had 56 va-
cant properties. That is six percent of the

total homes in Collins Tract.
There was some resistance from in-

vestors to buy those properties for the sim-
ple reason that many of those homes are
older and more expensive to rehabilitate.
However, when we talked to the South
Jersey Real Estate Investor Association,
we discussed a lot of the history and charm
that Collins Tract brings to Pennsauken;
done correctly, the property value of a
newly renovated home in Collins Tract
could bring a nice profit to the investor. 

The investors agreed and began buy-
ing and renovating. Today we have 19 re-
maining vacant properties. That being
said, there may be properties that are va-
cant in appearance. However, some of
those properties have been sold to in-
vestors or contractors with the intention
to renovate and sell. 

To date, a total of 725 identified vacant
properties have been sold. We have
made a lot of progress in reducing the
blight caused by the vacant properties,
thanks to all the focus and dedication of
every department in the Township and
their commitment to making our town
the best place to live.

I’ve learned a lot about our town by
doing these articles. It’s always interest-
ing to see where it all started and how it
has developed and grown over time.
Many great names have come out of

Pennsauken, whether it is in sports, in-
dustry, agriculture, or many other fields.
Each of these folks has made a contri-
bution to their profession; and to think it
all began here in our own home town! 

As always, thank you to all the con-
cerned citizens for all your calls and infor-

mation regarding the vacant properties in
town.
